1 officer for liaison with the War Department 

1 officer for liaison with the Navy Department 

1 officer for liaison with other governmental 

agencies. 

4* It should be noted that the foregoing allocation of 
liaison officers is rather arbitrary and must be subject to 
rapid revision, depending on the relative volume and Import¬ 
ance of the various activities.
